WASHINGTON (AP) — Development of the first drug capable 


of treating virus-caused diseases is a "major advance," com- 
parable to the discovery of penicillin nearly 90 years ago, health 
officials say: Scientists with the National Institutes of Health 
announced Wednesday a new experimental drug, adenine 
arabinoside, has been used successfully to treat a rare virus- 
caused brain disease.

Manufactured by the Parke-Davis pharmaceutical company 


of Detroit, the unpatented drug, also known as ara-A, was ad- 
ministered to 28 hospital patients suffering from herpes en- 
cephalitis, a disease that destroys brain cells. Dr. Charles A. 


' Alfred Jr. of the University of Alabama, who coordinated the. 


MH-sponsored tests at 15 medical centers, said they showed 


.that ara-A reduced herpes encephalitis mortality from 70 per 
cent to 28 per cent. The virus.that causes the disease is a 


.member of the same herpes family that causes chickcnpox, 


shingles, fever blisters and the;venereal disease, genital herpes. 


The many infectious diseases that attack humans are caused 


mainly by two kinds of germs: bacteria and viruses. The dis- 


/covery of pchcillin in 1928 led to the development of antibiotics 


that have been used successfully to treat most bacteria-related 
diseases: But Viruses have'remaincd resistant to these and other 
drugs. Until the development of ara-A doctors have able to treat! 
!-only'the symptoms of viral diseases, not the diseases them- 
selves, and had to hope the body would successfully resist the 
virus on its own.

If nra-A can IK used successfully in the treatment of herpes 


enccplialiti, there is reason to believe it can fight off numerous 
other virus-caused diseases, such as the common cold and 
influenza, scientists said. Herpes encephalitis, which is difficult 
to diagnose, is believed to strike thousands of Americans each 
year, with only one in 10 victims making a full recovery. Most 
survivors suffer serious brain damage, and many remain in- 
capacitated for life. 


"This is exciting news," said Dr. Richard Krausc. of the Mil's 


National Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases of the new 
lest results. "It is the first successful treatment of a serious and 
life-threatening virus disease. It opens up an avenue to a new 
form of therapy for this class of infections." 


Alfred said the. drug also has been used successfully in con- 


trolled tests to fight chickcnpox and shingles in cancer patients 
and is being used by physicians in treating runaway herpes in-: 
fcctlons in cancer and transplant patients whose normal rcsis- • 
lance to disease has been weakened by drug Ibirapy. Bui he 
cautioned that it is too early to predict successful use of ara-A 
against herpes diseases or oilier viral infections on which it has 
not yet been tested. 


At present, ara-A is effective against serious diseases only 


when.administered intravenously and must be given in a'hos- 
pital. As a result, tire drug is not likely to be used for some time 
to treat non-life threatening infections such us genital herpes 
and fever blisters in oUiiTwjscjrormal patients, officials say.

Bcrkowitz, 24, left his apart- 
ment house Wednesday night in 
suburban Yonkers ami encoun- 
tered police, who had staked out 
the building.

stepped into his car, they asked 
him who. he was, and Berkowitz 
replied: "I'm Son of Sam. Okay, 
you've got me." He offered no 
resistance, police said.

WASHINGTON — "We are 


going In build a true 'citizens' 
lobby' — concerned not with the 
advancement 
of 
special 


interests but with the well-being 
of the nation," prospective 
members of. Common Cause 
were promised when that or- 
ganization was founded seven 
years ago this month. 


But that was easier said than 


done. Indeed, even as John W. 
Gardner, the founding chair- 
man 
^ of Common Cause, was 


making that pledge he was 
seeking and receiving large 
donations from major institu- 
tions with vested interests. 


The 
Arlen 
Realty 
and 


Development Corp., a large New 
York real estate firm, gave 
125,000 to Common Cause and a 
member of its board of directors 
donated another $10,000. The 
Ford-Motor Co. contributed 
81(1,000 and Time, Inc gave 
$,000 


John D. 
Rockefeller III 


produced $29,000 for the new 
group A senior partner in one 
New York investment house, 
lazard Freres & Co , donated 
110,000, while the partner in 
another, Goldman, Sachs 4 Co, 
contributed $5,000. - 


At the same time, Gardner 


and his advisors hand-picked a 
Common Cause "policy coun- 
cil" which included, the senior' 
partner In one major Washing- 
ton law firm, the chief execu- 
tives of two large companies 
and the ranking officers of three 
big labor unions. 


It was hardly an auspicious 


beginning for an organization 
which Gardner promised would 
"Focus our anger . . . at Insti- 
tutions and individuals that 
have behaved irresponsibly." 


But the early appeal [or 


members struck a responsive 
'chord, and in less than a year 
Common Cause had more than 
100,000 members whose yearly 
dues produced $1.9 million in 
operating funds 
' 


That quick success enabled • 


Gardner to avoid having to re- 
turn In search of additional 
large contributions to the 
wealthy individuals, corpora- 
tions and unions which provided 


so much of the group's early 
"seed money." 


At the same time, several 


businessmen on the "policy 
council," who Joined with the 
apparent belief that they were 
lending their names to yet 
another* well-intentioned but 
ineffectual organization, quietly 
resigned after realizing that 
Common Cause was quite 
serious 
about 
confronting 


Washington's power structure. 


The "policy council" even- 


tually disappeared, along with 
the famous 
names 
which 


Gardner initially recruited to 
provide an aura of respec- 
tability. Today, the Common 
Cause board is composed al- 
most exclusively of the or- 
ganization's 
most 
' active, 


members from throughout the 
country. 


Similarly, the $19 annual dues 


paid by the group's approxima- 
tely 290,000 members provide 
$3.75 million in yearly operating 
funds — about 75 per cent of all 
Common Came revenues. (Only 
5 per cent of Its Income comes 
from gifts of more than $100) 


Common Cause has led the 


fight to impose similar limita- 
tions on the size of individual 
contributions which can be 
given to politicians. Its most 
impressive single achievement 
has been the reform of the 
federal laws governing cam- 
paign 'finance to drastically 
reduce the Influence of "fat 
cats" on the electoral process. 


The organization also has 


been instrumental in the ongo- 
ing campaign to democratize 
the House and Senate, in bring- 
ing 
about 
passage 
of 


"sunshine" legislation to open 
the governmental process to 
public scrutiny and in pressing 
for disclosure of potential, 
conflicts of interest on the pan 
of federal, state and local of- 
ficials.

Not surprisingly, the most 


spectacular cases of Soviet es- 
pionage arose out of the period 
of U.S. development of the 


, atomic, 
bomb: 
Rosenbergs, 


Klaus Fuchs, Igor Gouzcnkn, 
etc. Lagging far behind Western 
technology, the Soviets, unders- 
tandably desperate, threw their 
whole apparatus Into the effort 
lo catch up. 


Again, not surprisingly, there 


/has been a sudden flare-up of 
hard-ball Soviet espionage — 
precisely 
because 
Western 


technology Is now crossing 
another and perhaps even more 
revolutionary 
threshold 
in 


weapons technology. 


Thus, two men have recently 


been arrested in Florida for 
allegedly attempting lo pass 
components of Ihe cruise mis- 
sile lo Soviet agents in Cuba. 
Only what appears to be a 
chance ^ mishap 
prevented 


Christopher John Boyee from 
turning over highly secret 
material from the TRW Sys- 
tems 
Incorporated, 
which 


produces surveillance satellites 
for the U.S., to the Soviet Em- 
bassy 
In Mexico Cily. In 


Brooklyn, Sarkis O. Paskalian 
was scnlenccd lo 22 years afler 


, pleading guilty lo transmitting 


secret U.S. defense information 
lo Soviet agents. 


All this is undoubtedly merely 


the tip of the iceberg. The 
reason: for the first time since 
Ihc early atomic period, the 
U.S. is making a revolutionary 
quantum jump in weapons 
technology. 


This quantum jump includes 


the cruise missile, the neutron 
bomb, and the MX mobile 
ballistic missile — all of them 
bad news for the Soviets —' but 
these three developments, to 
repeat the expression, are only 
the tip o( the iceberg. 


The whole story Includes 


space age advanced technology, 
and . 
involves 
related 


breakthroughs In three impor- 
tant areae. 


The three are: l),in the ac- 


curacy 
of 
the 
advanced 


weapons; 2) in the explosive 
pay-load; and 1) in a variety of 
advanced sensors linked to 
computer and cybernetic sys- 
tems. 


In this revolution, accuracy is, 


no longer related to distance. 
The cruise missile is as ac- 
curate at 2,000 miles as OK TOW 
anti-tank missile is at 4,000 
yards. The guidance systems 
includes lasers, heat-seeking 
devices, acoustic instruments, 
artillery shells equipped with 
radar, devices that lock onto a 
hostile radar beam and ride it to 
its source. 


In explosives, of course, the 


neutron bomb ia probably the 
prime revolutionary develop- 
ment; but, though much less 
publicized, the so-called fuel-air 
explosive (FAE) may be just m 
significant. Unlike both nuctw 
and traditional explosives, the 
FAE operates on an entirely 
new principle. It first diffuses a 
high explosive vapor through 
the atmosphere, and then de- 
tonates it with tremendous con- 
eussive force. It takes 10 pounds 
per square inch of overpressure 
to Mil. The FAE generates 900. 


What this new weapons tech- 


nology means Is that muaed 
armies and especially massed 
tank armies m fading alto ob- 
solescence. That Is very bad 
news for the Soviets. Those 
42,000 Soviet links, if launched 
across Ihc German plain wilh 
all ot Ihclr support equipment 
>and masses of troops, would 
meet the approximate fate of 
Pharaoh's troops trying lo crow 
IheRcdSw.

Salary determinations of the compensation commission could

The referendum Tuesday was scheduled after a group called Ci- 
Itens and Taxpayers of Bcnlon township collected iwlitions for an 
election on the compensation commission ordinance.

These are supervisor, clerk and 
treasurer — not the four trustees who arc paid on a per diem basis.

yesterday at the courthouse in St. Joseph "to let the 
community know we are concerned about what hap- 
IMIS to human beings." Thirteen people attended the 
prayer vigil at the courthouse, and Hev. Michael 
Shane, the alliance corresponding secretary.'^said the 
attendance was purposely limited for control. "This 
is a hot issue in the community," he said, "And 
there's a lot of dissatisfied people. We didn't want 
any trouble."

Serious Drinking Problein 


GREEN BAY, Wis. (AP) - 


Placckicker'Chcslcr Marcol, Ihc / 
hero in a National Football

drinking problem" that could 
have led to chronic alcoholism. 


"I had a serious drinking 


problem," Marcnl said. "I'm 
not ashamed to admit it." 


Marcol, the NFL scoring 


leader as a rookie in 1972 and 
agajn in 1«H, said that "there 
' were times when I came to 
practice with a hangover." 


"I'd go out after practice and 


drink beer," Ire adddl. "I'd IK 
on a two-three day drinking 
binge. Sometimes when 1 woke 
up the next morning, I didn't 
know where I was."

"My wife used 10 look forward 


, lo the start of training camp 


because then she knew exactly 
where 
I would 
be. 
with 


scheduled practices, meclings 
and a curfew," Marcol tout 
Milwaukee Sentinel Sports Edi- 
tor Bud Lea. "I went to a 
marriage counselor, and we 
decided If, I kept on drinking I'd 
become a chronic alcoholic." 


Marcol. 27, a native of Poland 


who come to the United Stales 
In HM and starred at HUlsdale 
College, was picked by the 
Packers in the NFL draft and 
bee' me an immediate success 
in his iirst season, kicking 83 
field goals and 29 exlra points 
for I'.'S total points. His output 
the hcxt Iwp seasons remained 
high, totaling 82 points in 1973 
anil W in 197-1. 


He ran into difficulties after

"There are 23 different guard forces in the metropolitan 


Washington area alone," he remarked. "Everything from the 
guards at the National Zoo to the Capitol police. They've grown 
up with different salary schedules, different requirements, 
different training. We're found that the training can range 
from less than 'a week for one agency to 15 or 16 weeks for 
another" 


He said the OMB team is attempting, for the first time In 40 


years, to "lake a look at the whole question of the multiplicity 
of federal organizations performing police or investigative 
activities...The FIJI, for example, enforces many laws which 
were passed In the 1930s, when state and local governments 
didn't have the law enforcement capabilities they have today," 
he noted. 


Congress has formed some agencies and added new res- 


ponsibilities to others in a rather haphazard way, hu com- 
mented. The Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms agency — ATF — 
grew out of prohibition, but Congress later gave it jurisdiction 
over bombings. TIB FBI and ATF have agreed that the FBI 
investigates terrorist bombings and ATF handles the rest. But 
many bombings cannot be neatly categorized at once "unless 
the terrorist is kind enough to call in advance and take 
credit," the OMB official observed. 


After developing information on the present system, the 


Davis team will consider what agencies could be merged or 
perhajK eliminated. "We're not reaching imy conclusions yet 
about consolidation," the OMB official said. 


But he said it's highly unlikely the team would propose 


merging all federal law enforcement agencies into one,'with a 
single person in charge. "There's really no way you could put 
all of these agencies under one person, except the President."

Mentally 111'Law 
Survives Challenge

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


two-year-old state law which 
itoughcncd up the handling of 
'menially III 
defendants in 


criminal proceedings has sur- 
.vlved its first challenge. 
. The stale Court of Appeals 
reversed Wednesday a lower 


•court ruling that the conlrovcr- 
Tsiul "guilty but.'.mentally ill" 
; law was unconstitutional.. 
' 
The ruling was a victory for 


', supporters of the law, which 
•critics argued might be used to 


abuse the rights of the mentally 


The appeals court stressed 


that in upholding the law it was 
considering only the single case, 
and not raising other points 
: which might lie debated In'Ihe 
, future. 


The court, said Wayne County 


Circuit Court Judge Susan Bor- 
mun acted prematurely when 
she struck down the law last 
September as she prepared to 
sentence a convicted arsonist. 


" In overturning the law. Judge 
Borman ruled it would Ire Im- 
imssible for Hie slate to provide 
tire necessary psychiatric treat- 
ment'called for In (he 1975 law. 
and said any sentence would he 
"cruel and unusual punish- 
ment." 


The law lets a court convict 


and sentence mentally ill tier- 
sons who arc found guilty of 
crimes and order (hat they 
receive psychiatric treatment. 
After such treatment, they must 
serve the remainder of (heir 
sentence. 


Persons found Innocent by 


reason of insanity in the past 
often have been released shortly 


after psychiatric treatment — 
sometimes 
only lo commit 


another crime. 


The new law is designed In 


detain such mentally III but 
dangerous persons. A court can 
apply the "guilty but mentally 
ill" verdict if it decides Un- 
person was stiil capable of con- 
trolling his conduct. 


Judge Bormau made her 


ruling ill the case of Joseph 
i\H:Lcod, wTio was charged wilh 
' arson, llo had l>cen convicted of 
arson three times, and diag- 
nosed mentally ill and retarded.

is called. "If it's a little fire and we're called 
in on the initial attack, we lake the pump 
i aim and shovels lo Ihe fire's perimeter and 
l)egin working on pulling il out." Mrs. Piercu 
explained. "If it's a project fire we're mostly 
on UK; mop-tip- crew putting out burning 
stings and logs and patrollng the fire lino. 


In many instances* no vehicles can get lo a 


fire area. The Pierces -recall one Mine when, 
aflor working nearly 12 hours on a Fire, the 
crow iiad to walk five miles on railroad lips to 
Iho nearest town. The Pierces' must slay 
wilhin throe hours of Ihe base station. But 
that's not much of a concern, they said, since 
most or their lime off Is spent catching up on 
lost sleep and energy,
